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And-- oppoſite 'to this Life e- 
verlaſting, I believe there is an 
everlaſting Death, which is the 
Portion of the-Wicked. And 
that as Life everlaſtmg conſiſts 
im the Fruntion, ſo I believe e- 
verlaſting Death conſiſts in the 
Loſs of God's Preſence, and all 
other Comforts ; -and is the en- 
during of the ſting of Conſcience 
and Torments of Hell for ever. 

' But as my believing all the Ar- 
' ticles of the Chriſtian Faith, as 
they are ſumm'd up in that which 
1s called the Apoſtles Creed, ſup- 
poſes that I am to learn not oaly 
the Words, but likewiſe the 
Senſe of the Creed 3 ſo it alfo 
implies, that 1 ſhould live like 
them that do believe ; for other- 
wiſe my conſenting to the Truth 
of the Articles will ſtand me in no 
ſtead..

By my 
believing that Chriſt redeemed 
me, I think it my Duty to yield 
up my ſelf to him as (his Pur- 
chaſe, and to be wholly diſpoſed 
by him, and employed only in 
his Service.
